Ruhmkortf has observed that when 
one of the poles of a steel magnet is clamp j 
ed within a soft iron stirrup, the latter be- 
comes much harder and more difficult to ; 
file. By removing the magnet the iron re- 
covers its original softness. 

ftSu M. Delfreysse has affirmed before the 
Academy of Sciences that the vapors ex. 
haled from people sick with epidemic dis- 
eases, such as cholera, contain animalcules 
or organic miasmas which may sometimes 
result in absolute contagion. 

PaT D r. Boolard has shown that tbe con- 
traction of the muscles withouL labor is ac- 
companied by a sensible heat, while the 
contraction of the muscles when labor is 
performed evolves scarcely any heat. This 
is held as a confirmation of the theory that 
heat and force are transmutable. 

M. Pouoheiand M. Pasteur continue 
their dispute in relation to spontaneous gen- 
eration. M. Pouohet maintains that there 
are one hundred Different speoies of Micro- 
zoaires, the eggs ot which are floating iu 
in the air to the extent ot 200,000,000 per 
cubic foot. Alter this who ean breathe 
freely ? 

So^l’r E. W. Davy has detected arsenic 
in peas, cabbages, and Bwedieh turnips, 
which had been manured with superphos- 
phate of lime. Ibis fertilizer is very ex- 
tensively manufactured ia England, espe- 
cially for use on the turnip crop, from various 
phosphatic rainera’.-, and from bones, by the 
help of arsenical oil of vitriol. The arsenic 
being thus proved to enter vegetation, may 
v ry easily and naturally pass into animals, 
and be retained in their cr^antsm. This is 
another striking presumptive proof of the 
worthlessness of that loxological evidence 
which hangs a man on the strength of mi- j 
uute traces of arsenio being found in work- 
ing up several pounds of fiesh aud viscera

It may be molded 
or wrought to any pattern. IVe believe 
that while such saw-dust boards may be 
valuable for ornamental purposes, they can 
uot be of much use where strength, is re- 
quired. 

ftfUThe patent -wood or fibrous- slab com- 
pany of London, working under Dielefisld’s 
patent, showed at the great exhibition beau- 
tiful samples of another manufacture, com- 
posed, according tc Kieuiusky, of hemp 
and flax waste, siliciate of potash (soluble 
glass), clay (5t> per cent), a little asph&lium 
and copperas, beside coloring matters. This 
is a sort of mineralized papier raadhe, and 
serves for veneering or ornamental paunel- 
ing, as well as for architectural moldings, 
reliefs, &c., and has been used for chande- 
lier-. A bust of Flaiwan, executed in this 
material, was much admired at the London 
exhibition. 

1’hc evil consequences that have re. 
suited from the use of the Schweinfurth 
green laceto-arsenite of copper), which is a 1 
prohibited pigment in the German States, 
has led to active search for some substitute. 
The vivid and beautiful tint of this poison 
substanoe makes its prohibition keenly felt. 
Arnnuduro claims to ln»ve discovered a pig- 
ment scarcely inferior to the arsenical 
green-, consisting of oxyd of chromium, but 
containing phosphoric acid aud water. Its 
color is equally good by artificial means as by 
• anl ght. It withstands souls and alkali-, 
and may he used uot oniy for painting, but 
also in calico printing. 

fcajT it is well known that fruits, ffe-h, 
\o . may h* indefinitely preserved iu a sirup 
of sugar, in honey, or in glycerine. It ha- 
been observed that the life of animals wi... i, 
breathe in water is incompatible with the 
pre-euce therein of even an inconsiderable 
quantity of sugar. 

Mondi offers as an explanation the osmetic 
or diffusive tendency ot these bodies, which 
prevents ihe life and propigation of adinial- 
cube, or torment cells, us thesu organims

The high density of a liquid is accordingly 
ol chief importance in determining its anti- 
septic properties. 

tki j" Dr- Giadstane, of London, has made 
the remarkable discovery that character- 
traced ou white paper with the solution of 
a rfuorcscen' body, which on drying are un- 
discoverable by the eye, may be brought out 
on a collodiutn.silver surface, in the -ame 
way iu which positives are obtained from a 
negative photograph. 

Fluorescent bodies, as, for example, sul- 
phate of quinine, infusion of the bark ot 
horse-chestnut, or tea, and ffuor-pur thence 
the name), have the property of preventing 
or greatly cheeking the transmission of the 
uciricic of chemical rays: so that the char, 
acters written with such a fluorescent body, 
are left white on adarkgrouud, when copied 
a- described. Since it is the chemical ray- 
which not only produce photographic 
effects, but likewise bleach and destroy deli- 
cate and fugitive colors, Liporvitz has ap 
plied the naturalizing power exerted ou 
these ray- by the fluorescent sub-tances to 
the conservation of such colors. They, of 
course, become perinaneut, when coated by 
a fluorescent body. Not only fabric* of silk, 
cotton, linen, aid wool, but also pictures 
I (especially Aquarelle’s), colored priuts and 
photographs may thus be protected. 

ft*k» Sehoenbein, of Raise, has discov- 
ered some exceedingly interesting facts re!- I 
ative to sulphur bleaching. The tumes of 
burning sulphur, as is well known, cunsist 
of sulphurou- acid, and are extensively em- 
. ployed, especially in bleaching straw hats. 
Moistened straw, exposed for a time to tbo 
action of the fumes, acquires the desired 
whiteness. Chemical lecturers are in the 
habit of illustrating this decolorizing power 
by immersing a flower, for example, a red 
' rose, in sulphur ous acid gas. or its solution 
in water. Thc color is discharged iu a 
| short time. Sehoenbein has found that the 
bleaching holds good only for a certain 
medium range of temperature. A rose 
thus bleached has its color restored if sub- 
I jected to the temperature of 212°, as may 
be conveniently done by holding it in a 
j stream of vapor from boiling water. On 
cooling to the ordinary temperature, it ap- 
pears white again, and its color may be 
i thus alternately restored and discharged lor 
' a great number of times. 

Sehoenbein has also found that water, 
colored by the infusion of a red dahlia, and 
then bleached by sulphurous acid, yields, 
by cooling, an ice. which, at 2D° below zero, 
is visibly tel, but, on warming, becomes 
colorless again
